Cannabis farms 
found at properties 

AROUND £50,000 worth of cannabis was 
seized after two drug farms were raided in 
the space of 24 hours in the Black Country. 

Thirty plants were found at the property 
in Woodgate Lane, Quinton, by workers 
from an energy company. Police were 
called to the house after the discovery on 
Tuesday. That followed the discovery of 83 
plants at an address in Baptist Road End, 
Netherton, on Monday. Officers found three 
rooms had been converted for cultivation. 

Last week 600 cannabis plants were 
found at a commercial unit in Hereward 
Rise, Halesowen.

HALESOWEN town centre will 
be the focus of Dudley bor¬ 
ough’s St George’s Day cele¬ 
brations on Saturday. 

The entertainment starts at 
10.30am with performances by the 
Sedgley Morris Men and Halesowen 
Scout Band. Maggie O’Hara will then 
lead a patriotic sing-along in Somers 
Square. 

The line up throughout the day will include 
the Lauren Dion School of Dance, Pure Har¬ 
mony, Rock Choir, Coseley Comets and the 
Theatre of Alchemy’s baby dragon puppets. 

Bakers of all ages are invited to enter the 
Great Halesowen Bake Off competition be¬ 
tween 9am and 10.15am. The cakes will be 
judged later in the morning and sold off in aid 
of the Mayor’s charities from 12.30pm. 

Halesowen Library will have lots for children 
to do throughout the day including crafts and 
puppet storytelling sessions, dressing-up area, 
traditional games and tea party with cupcakes. 

In the town will be children’s fairground 
rides, craft activities with Dudley Council’s 
Juniors at Museums Club, face painting, a 
birds of prey display by Skyhunters, music from 
a barrel organ and information stands. 

Tickets for the tea dance at Cornbow Hall 
have all been snapped up and 150 dancers will 
be taking to the floor. 

Parade 

It follows a huge St George’s Day parade in 
neighbouring Sandwell borough. Decked out in 
the red and white of the English flag, people 
came together to make a colourful spectacle on 
the annual parade from Stone Cross. 

A motorcade was first to go, followed by 
walkers led by the Caledonian Pipe Band, regu¬ 
lars in the popular event’s 18-year history. The 
procession went from Westminster Road along 
a two-mile route to Dartmouth Park. 

Jeff Collins, one of the organisers, said a fam¬ 
ily day and medieval fair was held inside the 
park. The West Bromwich event used to attract 
20,000 people but this year’s procession was 
not that large. Mr Collins said: “I think some 
people have been reluctant to get involved in 
the parade because they see it as political or far 
right, but this is a non-political event.” 

He added: “If you are patriotic and English, 
you get this label that you are right wing, but it 
is nothing to do with that. It is just our culture 
and we want to celebrate it.” 

Colin Haynes, from Walsall, was among the 
walkers. He said: “I wanted to be part of it 
because I am English and patriotic.” Paul Ste¬ 
vens, from Great Barr, was taking part in the 
walk with his daughter Kelly Stevens and her 
children. He said : “We are proud to be Eng¬ 
lish and it is about time people started showing 
their patriotism.” 

His daughter Kelly called for St George’s Day 
to be made a public holiday.

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College faces axing up to 250 jobs 


UP to 250 jobs could be axed by a col¬ 
lege which has campuses in the Black 
Country and Kidderminster under 
cost-cutting plans. 

Birmingham Metropolitan College 
says it is being forced to slash the 
number of posts due to a reduction in 
funding. The news comes just weeks 
after the college officially unveiled 
a £5 million makeover of its Hagley 
Road site in Stourbridge with a new 
building offering centres of excel¬ 
lence for engineering, health and so¬ 
cial care and early years. 

The college, which runs sites in 


Stourbridge, Brierley Hill, Great 
Barr and Kidderminster, needs to 
reduce the workforce by between 200 
and 250s. Bosses say they hope this 
can be done through voluntary re¬ 
dundancy. 

It’s not yet known exactly how 
many posts will go at Stourbridge’s 
Hagley Road site, Brierley Hill’s Art 
and Design Centre and Advanced 
Technology Centre, Kidderminster 
Academy or the James Watt campus 
in Great Barr. 

Andrew Cleaves, principal and 
chief executive, said: “These are 


challenging times for the education 
sector and Birmingham Metropolitan 
College has not been unaffected. 

“Government funding has reduced 
by a third in recent years and greater 
competition in the sector, combined 
with demographic factors, has put 
pressure on student numbers. 

Efficiency 

“These conditions have highlighted 
the need to focus on efficiency, by re¬ 
ducing costs where we can and im¬ 
proving the way we do things. 

“Like other further education col¬ 


leges, we need to reduce our operat¬ 
ing costs and ensure the college is on 
a firm financial footing from which to 
grow in the future. 

“We have informed staff that we 
need to reduce costs significantly, 
and regrettably, around 200 to 250 
positions across our colleges could 
be made redundant by the end of the 
academic year. We are hopeful that 
any redundancies will be achieved 
voluntarily. 

“Current students will not be af¬ 
fected and we are also aiming to pro¬ 
tect our course offering.” 


Council tax 
-authorities 
criticised 
over bailiffs 

BAILIFFS were used more than 20,000 
times to chase unpaid council tax in 
parts of the West Midlands in a single 
year. 

Six councils have revealed they re¬ 
ferred households to bailiffs 20,345 as 
they were in arrears. It has sparked 
criticism from campaigners who say all 
alternatives should be explored first. 

Councils have defended the use of 
bailiffs, claiming they never put ‘undue 
pressure’ on residents and ensure sup¬ 
port is offered. 

Walsall council chiefs called in bailiffs 
11,505 times, compared to 5,087 times in 
Wolverhampton. Cannock Chase Coun¬ 
cil sent out bailiffs 954 times, while they 
were used 911 in Stafford and 1,026 in 
South Staffordshire. It happened 862 
times in Wyre Forest. 

The figures were released after a Free¬ 
dom of Information request. 

But Sandwell Council revealed last 
year that by the end of June 10,905 ten¬ 
ants were in arrears, owing a total of 
£3.05 million. 

In February in Dudley the total owed 
by tenants in Dudley borough stood at 
£1.5m, with 60 being evicted from April 
to December last year. 

Critics argue councils could still col¬ 
lect the same amount of council tax 
without having to use bailiffs. Charity 
bosses also estimate more than 23,000 
families have fallen into council tax ar¬ 
rears in the last year in the Black Coun¬ 
try and Staffordshire. They claim the 
figures show families across the region 
are struggling to make ends meet. 

Legion counts cost 
after break-ln bid 

A ROYAL British Legion branch has 
been forced to shell out £600 to repair 
damage caused by burglars. 

Stourbridge Royal British Legion was 
hit during a series of early morning bur¬ 
glaries last week. 

Crooks did not mange to get into the 
premises in Enville Street but caused 
significant damage to a side door. 

Club secretary Phil Hackett said: 
“Fortunately there is a metal gate be¬ 
hind it that stopped them from getting 
in. But there was damage to the door 
and the plastering.” 

Blunts shoe shop and Desinz hair 
salon in Market Street and the Butter¬ 
fingers cafe were also raided. Two men, 
aged 19 and 21, have been arrested. 
They have been released on bail pending 
further inquiries. 

Jessie has a star

A RISING star from Wall Heath will 
take on a lead role in the UK tour of 
Dirty Dancing, coming to Birmingham 
Hippodrome this month. Jessie Hart 
will star as Baby Houseman during 
the three-week run at the theatre. The 
22-year-old actress recently graduated. 


Thug deserves long 
jail term, say judges 


A THUG who led a brutal revenge 
attack against a man following a 
car crash has been told he de¬ 
serves every day of his jail term. 

Judges rejected his appeal against a 
13-year sentence. 

Shakeel Mohammed, aged 21, was the 
ringleader of a gang that beat up Shahid 
Khan using a baseball bat and a wheel 
brace after his car was involved in a minor 
accident with the victim’s vehicle. 

Mohammed, of Quinton, was jailed for 
13 years in December after being found 
guilty of wounding with intent. 

But on Friday he launched a bid to chal¬ 
lenge his sentence at London’s Criminal 
Appeal Court, with his lawyers arguing it 
was far too tough. 

However, his appeal was dismissed by 
three senior judges, who said the punish¬ 
ment was ‘not excessive’ in light of the vio¬ 
lent and premeditated attack. 

The attack happened at Mr Khan’s home 
on July 8 last year, following a minor colli¬ 
sion between his car and Mohammed’s. 

Mohammed, of Welsh House Farm Road, 
had gone to the house under the false pre¬ 
tence of discussing what to do regarding 
the damage to his car. 

Weapons 

But instead he and his accomplices 
launched a savage attack on the victim, 
kicking and punching him and hitting him 
with the weapons they had taken to the 
scene. They then fled, leaving Mr Khan in¬ 
jured and bleeding. 

Judge Simon Tonking told the court 
that, despite the serious nature of the at¬ 
tack, the victim did not suffer any serious 
long-term injury. 

Mohammed’s lawyers argued that his jail 
term was excessive in light of his youth, 
lack of any previous convictions and the 
relatively minor injuries sustained by the 
victim. 

But, dismissing the appeal, the judge said 
that the gang had deliberately set out to 
cause serious harm to Mr Khan. 

It was merely down to ‘good fortune’ that 
he did not suffer far worse injuries. 

Sitting with Lord Justice McCombe and 
Mr Justice Nicol, he added: “This court is 
satisfied that the sentence imposed was en¬ 
tirely appropriate. 

“It was not at all excessive.”

New boss 
at zoo but 
questions 
unanswered 

A NEW boss has been appointed at 
Dudley Zoo following the retirement 
of Peter Suddock — as the council’s 
opposition leader calls for details sur¬ 
rounding his sudden departure to be 
made public. 

Derek Grove has been appointed as 
zoo director. He has worked at the zoo 
for 30 years and has progressed to the 
top from beginning as a junior keeper. 
The 52-year-old most recently served 
as a senior curator. 

It comes after Mr Suddock stepped 
down from his role as chief executive 
by ‘mutual agreement’ last week after 
22 years at the helm. This followed his 
suspension while an investigation was 
carried out into his conduct. The zoo 
says the inquiry has closed and that 
no further action will be taken. 

Mr Suddock’s wife Jill Hitchman 
also recently left her post as head of 
media at the attraction. 

Councillor Patrick Harley, who 
leads the opposition Conservative 
group in Dudley, said that as the zoo 
was partly funded by the public purse, 
people had a right to know why Mr 
Suddock had been suspended. He 
said: “I think the public have a right 
to know and should know.” 

Councillor Harley added: “Peter 
has served the zoo very well over 
the years. It is an extremely sad end 
to a distinguished career. He really 
dragged the zoo up into a 21st cen¬ 
tury attraction, it was decaying and 
numbers were in decline. Now the 
numbers are where we want to be for 
a Dudley tourist attraction.”

Bungling thieves were rescued from roof 


AN PLAN to steal copper from a roof came unstuck 
when the thieves had to be rescued. 

Five men climbed onto the roof of the old Shen- 
stone House care home, Halesowen, and started re¬ 
moving the copper and rolling it up before a police 
helicopter arrived on the scene. 

The men had used a ladder to get onto the roof 
and were then unable to get back down. They finally 
had to be rescued by the fire brigade. 

Gianni Desalerno, aged 25, of Meon Grove, Shel¬ 
don; Eliott Field, 18, of Bentley Grove, Wedley Cas¬ 
tle; Jack Hudson, 24, of Spearnall Grove, Selly Oak; 
and Joseph Stewart, 22, of Nigel Avenue, North- 
held, ah pleaded guilty to theft. 

They were each sentenced to nine months in jail, 


suspended for 18 months, except for O’Connor who 
was sentenced to 12 months’ jail, suspended for 18 
months, due to a previous conviction for metal theft. 

During sentencing at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, Mr Howard Searle, prosecuting, said police 
were called about 11.15pm after a nearby resident 
heard suspicious noises. 

Peering 

The rooftop raiders were spotted peering over a 
ledge looking down into the garden when police had 
arrived. Bolt cutters were found in the garden, as 
well as gloves, a fork, and a shovel which had been 
used to pry the copper off the roof during the raid 
on July 23 last year. 


Mr Searle said: “None of the metals were liter¬ 
ally stolen, as they were not taken away from the 
building, but were clearly in the process of being 
taken away.” 

He explained that jumping on to a ‘short roof’ 
they used a pair of ladders to get to the main roof, 
but were stranded when they found they were una¬ 
ble to get back down. 

When questioned by police two of the men said 
they had had a fight and had climbed to the roof to 
‘throw themselves off as they were feeling suicidal, 
and the others had climbed up to intervene. 

Mr Gurdeep Garcha, defending Desalerno and 
Field, said: “This was ill-judged, not well planned, 
and extremely amateurish”

comedian Tommy Mundon. 

The comic, who lived in Alexandra Road, Hale¬ 
sowen, died last summer aged 80 after a long battle 
with Parkinson’s disease. 

Mr Mundon, who was a regular on the Midlands 
comedy circuit for 50 years, was much-loved for his 
Black Country comedy style. 

On Sunday players took part in a keenly fought 
charity contest in his name, raising money for Par¬ 
kinson’s UK and the Dudley and District branch of 
Parkinson’s, 

It saw a Stourbridge FC All Stars side square off 
against their Halesowen FC Old Boys counterparts. 

The game, held at the home ground of Stour¬ 
bridge Football Club ended in a 2-2 draw and 
was attended by the comedian’s family, including 
grandchildren Daniel, aged 10, Lucy, eight 8, and 
William, two 2. 

Tommy’s wife of 42 years, Val, and daughter 
Caroline Hickman, 38, attended. 

Caroline said: “We had such a lovely day and 
this was something dad would have loved. He was 
a huge football fan, he loved West Brom but would 
always keep an eye out for all of the local teams. 

Wonderful 

“I spent my day helping out on the tombola and 
lots of people were telling me their memories of 
dad, how funny he was and how much he was loved. 
All of the family really enjoyed themselves, it was 
an absolutely wonderful day.” 

“It looks as though we raised a good amount for 
charity too, which is one of the primary reasons we 
want to help events like this. 

“In general, people aren’t completely sure what 
Parkinson’s entails and people came up to me today 
saying what happened to my dad made them un¬ 
derstand just how far it can change a person’s life. 
I am glad that something so enjoyable can come out 
of something so horrible,” Caroline added. 

It marked the return of some familiar faces for 
both clubs, with former Glassboys favourite Adam 
Bastable managing the Stourbridge side, while for¬ 
mer Halesowen boss John Morris took charge of 
the opposition. 

Stourbridge chairman Andy Pountney organised 
the event in memory of both Tommy and his own 
father Dinky Poutney, who also had Parkinson’s. 

The club have held an annual charity match for 
the last five years. They received a £2,000 donation 
from the Football Association and a further £2,000 
from local businesses before the whistle had even 
blown.

Move to relax rules 
over council debates 


COUNCILLORS will be given free rein to 
speak out on controversial debates, under 
new proposals to hold open sessions free of 
political allegiances. 

Talks on issues such as the future of Dudley Hip¬ 
podrome and the council’s role in the West Midlands 
Combined Authority could become free of the party 


whip under the plans. 

Proposals tabled by the 
UKIP group on Dudley 
Council would see three 
to four debates each year 
classed as ‘open’ sessions, 
where members would not 
be expected to comment or 
vote strictly on party lines.

MORE than £1 million has 
been raised to pay for an an¬ 
imal hospital that will treat 
injured pets from across the 
Black Country. 

The new PDSA Pet Hospi¬ 
tal in Oldbury will cost £1.8 
million to build and equip 
and will replace the existing 
base in Quinton. 

It has also been revealed 
the new hospital, off Wol¬ 
verhampton Road, will 
be called The Marian and 
Christina Ionescu Centre of 
Surgical Excellence. 

Mr Marian Ionescu, a 
heart surgeon, and Doctor 
Christina Ionescu, a cardiol¬ 
ogist, are both animal lovers 
and made a significant, but 
undisclosed, donation to the 
project. 

PDSA’s team of vets and 
nurses in Quinton provide 
more than 90,000 treat¬ 
ments a year and can see 
up to 190 patients every 
day. The new hospital will 
allow staff to increase these 
numbers by around 25 per 
cent to provide more than 
112,000 treatments annu¬ 
ally. 

The charity has so far 
raised £lm towards the new 
hospital since launching its 
hospital appeal in 2011 but 
is asking for help to raise 
the remaining £800,000.

Brolly gang robbers are put 
behind bars after crime spree 


A GANG of brolly-bearing robbers who raided 13 shops in a 
53-day crime spree have been jailed for a total of 27 years. 

Ashleigh Evans, Marcus Morgan, Liam Bell and Trea Richardson of¬ 
ten used umbrellas to mask their entrance to the shops, targeted in the 
Black Country and Kidderminster. Inside the supermarkets, conveni¬ 
ence stores and electrical shops, they got away with around £145,000 
in cash, £2,200 worth of cigarettes and cars worth £30,000. 


Their spree began at Staples in 
West Bromwich when the group, 
armed with hammers and screwdriv¬ 
ers, threatened staff into handing 
over money from the tills. During the 
robbery, they also stole the manager’s 
Mercedes E200, which they used as 
their getaway car. 

The next target was Farm Foods 
in Princes End, Tipton, on April 27 
last year. Entering the shop with 
umbrellas, they ordered staff to get 
on the floor, with one employee being 
punched to the face. Cash was then 
stolen from the manager’s office. 

Brandishing 

On May 2, the foursome, brandish¬ 
ing golf clubs at staff and shoppers, 
stole cash from the tills of Towsure 
Products, Long Lane, Halesowen, 
before going on to target Subway in 
West Bromwich, within the hour on 
the same day. Five days later, they 
targeted the Post Office on London¬ 
derry Road, Oldbury. This time, they 
used a stun gun to threaten staff into 
handing over cash. Their next targets 
included Home Zone in Bearwood and 
Asda in Coseley. 

A Ford Mondeo, stolen from Cradley 
Heath earlier that month, was used as 
the getaway car and was found aban¬ 
doned nearby. A large quantity of 
cash and cigarettes were stolen from 
Asda in Netherton and three men ap-

proached staff waiting to get into PC 
World in Wednesbury, demanding to 
be let in. 

One employee was punched to the 
neck and others were told they would 
be shot if they did not co-operate. On 
June 12, officers raided the homes 
of Evans, aged 26; Morgan, aged 21; 
Bell, aged 19 and Richardson, aged 22. 
Phones found at the addresses of all 
four showed calls between them and 
placed them in the areas of the robber¬ 
ies when they were committed. 

Richardson and Bell were arrested 
at the time the warrants were exe¬ 
cuted, while Morgan went on the run 
for five months before being detained 
in November 2014. Evans was arrested 
on a flight back from Amsterdam. 

Evans, of Vale Street, West Brom¬ 
wich; Morgan, of Park Road, Tividale; 
Bell, of Belle Vue Road, Rowley Regis; 
and Richardson, of Grafton Road, 
Handsworth, all pleaded guilty to con¬ 
spiracy to rob. 

Evans, from Vale Street, West Bro¬ 
mwich, was sentenced to 10 years; 
Bell, from Belle Vue, Smethwick - six 
years and six months; and Richard¬ 
son, from Grafton Road, Handsworth 
- four years at earlier hearings. Mor¬ 
gan, from Park Road, Oldbury was 
jailed for seven years.

Concern at 5 
new protest 
over mosque 

AROUND 2,000 protestors will be 
coming to Dudley town centre in the 
second mosque protest within three 
months. 

Britain First has revealed plans to 
hold a demonstration in the town on 
May 9 — just two days after the Gen¬ 
eral Election — over plans for a new 
mosque on Hall Street. 

Protestors carrying flags and ban¬ 
ners will be joined by a marching 
band. 

It will come just three months after 
the town was brought to a standstill 
following a demonstration by the Eng¬ 
lish Defence League and counter pro¬ 
test, which led to many shops closing 
for the day. 

Meetings 

Britain First’s deputy leader Jay da 
Fransen said: “The issue that we are 
going to Dudley about is this mega 
mosque and is obviously an issue that 
affects everyone, not just the citizens 
of Dudley.” 

Officials from Dudley Central 
Mosque and Dudley Muslim Associa¬ 
tion plan to speak to police about the 
march. Public meetings will be held 
with concerned traders and the com¬ 
munity today (Thursday) from 6pm at 
Dudley Council House and on May 6 
at the same venue.

CARE home bosses are beating a path 
to a gift shop that specialises in goods 
for residents suffering from demen¬ 
tia. Mindful Gifts CIC opened its first 
branch, in King Street, Darlaston, 
last year. Founder Vicki Phipps, said: 

“We originally started as a gift shop 
selling gifts such as large piece jig¬ 
saws, adult colouring books and mem¬ 
ory books. But we are now are selling 
these to professionals who are looking 
for dementia-friendly activities.”

It’s time we 
made more 
of our own 
rich history 

PHONICS. Why don’t we spell that the 
way we pronounce it? 

□□□□□ 

HAVING just returned from a few days 
in Normandy, one thing that struck me 
was the innovative ways they have of 
making the most out of their historic 
buildings and places. 

Probably the most spectacular attrac¬ 
tion was the four-storey, cylindrical pho¬ 
tographic panorama at Rouen, which re¬ 
ally makes you feel like you are standing 
in the middle of 4th-century Rome. 

Now imagine if we had such a thing 
in the Black Country, depicting what the 
area would have looked like 1,000 years 
ago. Thousands would flock to it from all 
over the Midlands. Of course, that would 
require some serious money, but there 
are other, simpler and cheaper options. 

In the grounds of a Norman Castle, 
there were several binocular-like devices 
pointing at the building, allowing people 
to see how it would have looked in the 
Middle Ages. The Black Country has a 
rich and fascinating history and some su¬ 
perb attractions. There is so much more 
we could do with a little imagination. 
□□□□□ 

BACK in 1997, in a rush of patriotic 
fervour, I bought a Rover 800 car. It was 
a gesture I very quickly lived to regret as 
the thing seemed to spend most of the 
next two years stuck on the ramp in the 
garage. 

Sticking valves, blown head gaskets 
and a big appetite for catalytic con¬ 
verters, patience finally snapped when 
it ground to a standstill in a big puff of 
smoke on my way to work. 

Churning out cars like that, it’s not hard 
to see why Rover production ground to 
an abrupt halt 10 years ago. That said, 
it is hard not to feel sad at the loss of a 
great British institution, particularly as 
we no longer have any genuinely Brit¬ 
ish-owned car manufacturers. 

Some people may remember a chap 
called Jon Moulton, a venture capitalist 
from Stoke, who tried to buy Rover five 
years before its collapse. His plans, to 
reduce the workforce by two thirds and 
turn the group into a smaller producer of 
niche cars sparked howls of protest. Not 
to mention the usual noisy demonstra¬ 
tions from the sort of people who would 
protest against fresh air if they had a ban¬ 
ner handy. 

The protesters won the day, Moulton 
threw in the towel, and along came the 
Phoenix Four with bold promises about 
keeping mass production at Longbridge 
by churning out vast volumes of the same 
old products that nobody liked. Look¬ 
ing back, Rover’s demise was inevitable 
once the Phoenix Four took over. But 10 
years on, Moulton still insists he could 
have saved Longbridge. I have no idea 
whether that is true, but he couldn’t have 
done much worse, could he?

Town centre revamp 
is a complete mess

THERE’S a long-standing 
gripe with politicians that 
they never answer a ques¬ 
tion. Ed Balls is the opposite. 

You can’t shut the shadow chan¬ 
cellor up. I’ve often wondered why 
he’s considered by his critics to be 
such a liability for Labour. 

To his credit he answered something 
that Ed Miliband has so far failed to 
adequately address - the prospect of 
selling out England to the SNP. 

The Labour leader is adamant there 
will be no Scottish Nationalist minis¬ 
ters in his cabinet. But a lot of people 
still want to know what concessions 
he would make to the SNP in order 
to keep him in power for five years, 
despite his protests in the recent tel¬ 
evised debates. 

Assurance 

It might lock the Tories out of Num¬ 
ber 10. But it would be electoral su¬ 
icide for Labour. So when, on a visit 
to Wolverhampton, Ed Balls gave an 
‘unequivocal’ assurance that Labour 
would not allow the West Midlands 
to be disadvantaged, it sounded as 
though the nettle was being grasped. 

He said: “There is absolutely no pos¬ 
sibility of any vote being put to Par¬ 
liament or any measure in a Labour 
budget which would in any way dis¬ 
advantage the West Midlands or any 
other part of England because that’s 
what the SNP demand. No way. Un¬ 
equivocal. I’m not going to do it and 
Labour isn’t going to do it. 

“We’ve been very clear we won’t 
have a coalition with the SNP. They 
can’t stand up for the interests of peo-

pie in England because they want to 
break up the United Kingdom. We’re 
going to put a vote to Parliament to 
abolish the Bedroom Tax. I want a 
Labour majority to get that through. 

That’s 162 words there that could 
well make an enormous difference to 
Labour’s campaign in England. Of 
course it won’t have done very much 
to foster good relations in Scotland, 
where Labour is facing the loss of doz¬ 
ens of seats to the SNP. 

But that’s the battle the two Eds 
have to face. 

The polls suggest that even if they 
head up the largest party after May 7, 
it won’t be with a majority. 

If they cook up a deal with the SNP 
that hands concessions to a country 
with a population smaller than the 
West Midlands, there will be a revolt 
by Labour backbenchers who will face 
the wrath of their constituents. 

No party wants to be in opposition. 
It is a miserable existence. But it must

be better than setting your party on 
to a path where in order to remain in 
power you have to betray the people 
who voted for you in favour of a coun¬ 
try that rejected you. 

William Hague has surely earned 
the right to head off into political 
retirement, having stood down as an 
MP after 26 years. But he was on the 
campaign trail in Dudley South last 
week and doing his bit to help the To¬ 
ries hold on to this key marginal seat. 

For what it’s worth I’m glad he’s 
still around. His final act in Parlia¬ 
ment was to lead a Tory attempt to 
get a secret ballot to decide the future 
of Marmite speaker John Bercow. 
Critics called it a grubby plot. 

It was an unfitting coda to a politi¬ 
cal career whose highlight was the in¬ 
troduction of the landmark Disability 
Discrimination Act. Getting out and 
about on the campaign trail is a far 
more fitting swansong.

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£2m spent on agency workers 
in schools over six months 


MORE than £2 million was spent on agency staff at schools 
across Dudley in just six months, figures have revealed. 

Casual workers were brought into to cover sickness absences and 
maternity leave to ensure children did not miss lessons. 

A total of £2.14m has been spent across the borough since the beginning of 
the school year last September to February of this year. 

The head of children’s services at Dudley Council described the outlay as a 
- ‘relatively small amount’. 


Prolific golf 
shop thief is 
being sought 

A BRAZEN thief is still on the run 
after targeting golf shops across the 
West Midlands. 

Police forces from Staffordshire, 
West Midlands and West Mercia have 
said inquiries are still ongoing to 
track down the culprit. 

The thief, who is thought to be in 
his forties or fifties, targeted Penn 
Golf Shop last week and stole three 
Galvin green jackets and a jumper 
worth £1,500. 

Since then, up to 10 clubs have been 
in touch saying a man matching the 
same description had tried his luck. 

Clubs in Sandwell, Great Barr, 
Worfield, Wrekin, Sutton Coldfield, 
Telford, Aston Wood and Shirley con¬ 
tacted Mark Butler from the Penn 
shop last week. 

Two accomplices have since report¬ 
edly joined him during his latest raids. 
It is believed he has recently targeted 
shops nearly 140 miles away in Surrey 
for similar equipment. Anyone with 
information should call 101. 


The figures, revealed under the 
Freedom of Information Act, did not 
include academies, which run inde¬ 
pendently, but related to primary 
schools, secondary schools and nurser¬ 
ies in the borough. The overall figure 
also incorporated special schools and 
referral units. 

The biggest bill for agency staff was 
at the Thorns Community College in 
Brierley Hill, which spent £152,000. 

More than 75 schools in Dudley 
have paid to use agency staff since 
September. 

Councillor Tim Crumpton, who is in 
charge of children’s services at Dudley 
Council, said it was important schools 
could replace absent teachers so chil¬ 
dren’s education was not affected. 

Absences 

He said: “It seems like a lot of 
money but it actually isn’t. Schools 
use agency staff to cover short-term 
and long-term absences. Schools have 
always had to do that and they control 
it themselves. Hopefully what they get 
is the best value for money.” 

Other big spenders in Dudley in¬ 
cluded the Coseley School, which 
spent £84,436 between September 
and February and Hillcrest School in 
Netherton, which spent £73,400 on 
agency staff. Of primary schools, Pri- 
oryPrimary School, Limes Road, Dud¬ 
ley, had the largest bill, spending more 
than £70,000 since September.

Sports leaders at the academy are 
keen to see the girls progress further 
and see their success as an opportu¬ 
nity to get more girls playing the sport. 

PE teacher Petrina Ellis said: “We 
are trying to get some leagues going. 
A lot of the girls are saying the Eng¬ 
land women’s team are better than the 


men at the moment. We are definitely 
trying to bring it in for girls. It is seen 
as more of a male sport but I’ve never 
known so many girls playing in the 
tournament.” 

Staffordshire-based spin bowler 
Danni, who was part of the 2013 Ashes 
winning team, put the pupils through 
their paces during a four-hour coach¬ 
ing session and also got involved with 
the action herself. 


Massive road 
scheme faces 
the scrapheap 

THE £65 million overhaul of the 
M6 Junction 10 island faces the sc¬ 
rapheap if work does not start within 
five years. 

A 2020 deadline has been placed on 
the project, which aims to improve 
one of the busiest motorway junctions 
in the country. 

The aim is to cut down on the 
chronic congestion that cripples the 
island and motorway every day, im¬ 
proving traffic flow by doubling the 
number of lanes and building im¬ 
proved bridges. 

However, it has emerged that if the 
2020/21 deadline isn’t hit, the project 
will be frozen and traffic jams ‘exacer¬ 
bate’ in the future. 

Walsall Council highways bosses 
have come out fighting, promising 
that the ambitious project will go 
ahead as planned and be completed 
by 2020. 

Under the initial plans, lanes going 
over the motorway will increase from 
two to four with the bridges rebuilt. 

The M6 slip roads will be widened 
along with improvements to the Wol¬ 
verhampton Road and Bloxwich Lane 
junction. There will also be some mod¬ 
ification work to the Black Country 
Route. 

In a planning application docu¬ 
ment, Rachel Telfer, senior transport 
planner at the council, warned of the 
potential impact of work not starting.

Heartbreak as labour 
of love is grounded 



Balliol replica while under construction 


A 22-YEAR labour of love by 
Black Country aircraft en¬ 
thusiasts has been grounded 
due to a lack of space. 

The six-strong team has spent 
tens of thousands of man hours 
lovingly building a full scale rep¬ 
lica of the Balliol T2, the last type 
of aircraft constructed for the 
RAF by Boulton Paul at its facto¬ 
ry at Pendeford, Wolverhampton. 

But now the Boulton Paul Associa¬ 
tion, whose members have carried out 
the work, has been left homeless when 
so close to completing the epic project. 

Cyril Plimmer, 87, helped launch 
the association after retiring from the 
firm where he became senior designer 
after joining, aged 14, in 1942. 

Catastrophic 

He said: “It would be catastrophic 
if we cannot finish this. I started work 
at Boulton Paul straight from school 
and did a lot of drawing changes on 
the Balliol. Twenty two years later 
here we are poised to put the finishing 
touches to it. I will have completed my 
life’s work when it is finished, but it 
would be heartbreaking to fall short 
when we are so near and yet so far 
from the finish.” 

Terry Herrington, another former 
employee on the project team, con¬ 
fessed: “Unless we can find alternative 
accommodation there is the possibility

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Nine in ten pupils 
have got a place at 
first choice school 

AROUND nine in every 10 pupils have got their first 
choice of primary school across Dudley borough and 
Worcestershire. 

Latest figures have been released for how many pupils 
got their preferred school, starting in September. 

Dudley Council children’s services department, over¬ 
seen by Councillor Tim Crumpton, said 3,399 pupils — 
or 89 per cent — secured at a place at their preferred 
schools. 

Figures also reveal that more than five per cent, or 
214, got their second choice school while a further 70 
were allocated a place at their third choice school. 

Disappointment 

Dudley Council strategic director, Tony Oakman, said: 
“We are pleased that all children have been offered a 
place and that 97 per cent have been offered a school of 
their choice. 

“Unfortunately there will inevitably be some disap¬ 
pointment for a few families, particularly where parents 
have selected popular schools some distance from where 
they live.” 

Worcestershire County Council, which covers areas on 
the southern fringe of the Black Country such as Clent, 
Hagley and Wyre Forest, said 5,695 — or 90 per cent 
— of pupils had been offered a place at their first choice 
school. 

Over in Dudley’s neighbouring borough of Sandwell, 
88 per cent of pupils were offered their first choice of 
primary school, a figure matched by Wolverhampton.

Record numbers at 
the zoo over Easter 


DUDLEY Zoo has received a boost 
through bumper visitor numbers 
over Easter — exceeding 20,000 vis¬ 
itors over a week. 

The figures have been released 
just days after it was announced 
that chief executive Peter Suddock 
had retired from his post, after being 
suspended. 

The attraction, in Castle Hill, 
marked a busy Easter holiday season 
with zoo staff saying it was the first 
time in recent history that numbers 
had broken through the 20,000 mark 
in a week. The zoo drew 20,191 visi¬ 
tors between April 6 and 12. 

Peaked 

Attendance peaked on Easter 
Monday with 4,934 people coming 
through the gates at the 40-acre site. 

Staff said a new £250,000 interac¬ 
tive exhibit in the 11th Century Cas¬ 
tle, the arrival of two new sea lions 
and glorious sunshine all helped 
boost the visitor figures. 

The zoo’s new director Derek 
Grove said: “It has been a terrifically 
busy period for us with the success¬ 
ful opening of the Castle Creatures 
exhibit, the arrival of our two sea 
lions from France and on top of that 
we were blessed with wonderful 
weather. 

“The feedback we’ve had on Cas¬ 


tle Creatures has been incredible 
and our new sea lions are proving 
hugely popular. 

“We have had a wonderful Easter 
and would like to say a big thank you 
from everyone at the zoo for the fan¬ 
tastic support we have seen,” added 
Mr Grove. 

The attraction has welcomed two 
sea lions from the south of France. 
Eighteen-year-old female Daisy — 
the first foreign animal to be trans¬ 
ferred to Dudley Zoo via the Channel 
Tunnel — was brought in to keep 
26-year-old Cleo company. 

Then a new 14-year-old male sea 
lion, Oba — who weighs in at more 
than 37 stone — joined the zoo and 
has become a star attraction. 

Castle Creatures, which opened at 
the end of March, tells the story of 
the Earl of Dudley’s family and in¬ 
cludes live animals. 

It showcases how people during 
the medieval period lived in close 
proximity with species such as rats 
and bats. 

Mr Suddock had been suspended 
on full pay as an investigation was 
carried out into his conduct but zoo 
officials last week said the inquiry 
had concluded and no further action 
was to be taken.

New homes 
vision for 
old hospital 
is revealed 


IT WAS a Victorian hospital which served a 
Black Country town for more than 150 years. 

Long-awaited plans have been unveiled to rede¬ 
velop the former Guest Hospital in Dudley, creating 
157 new homes. 

Wates Living Space will keep some of the hospital build¬ 
ings for apartments but demolish the rest for a housing 
estate at the site off Tipton Road, under its proposal. 


The homes, opposite the 
Black Country Living Mu¬ 
seum, would include a total 
of 39 Dudley Council-owned 
properties. The rest would 
be privately sold. 

Last week the first images 
of what the housing estate 
will look like were revealed 
at a public consultation held 
by the developer at the Dud¬ 
ley Archives and Local His¬ 
tory Centre. It comes ahead 
of a planning application 
to be submitted to Dudley 
Council. 

Bosses at Wates Living 
Space have warned there 
could be a further delay 
before work starts due to 
mine shafts that have to be 
located and filled. 

The scheme has already 
been hit by delays. Seven 
years ago the hospital was 
taken off the hands of the 
NHS by the Homes and 
Communities Agency for 
homes. Four years ago 
Wates Living Space was ap¬ 
pointed developer but mine 
shafts and limestone works 
have forced changes to the 
project. 

The hospital closed more 
than a decade ago after most 
departments moved to Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital. It had 
been built by the Earl of

Dudley in 1849 for injured 
miners, before chainmaker 
Joseph Guest turned it into 
a hospital. 

Dudley Council housing 
chief Ron Simms said he 
was impressed by the plans. 
“I think it is a tremendous 
scheme that will be of enor¬ 
mous value to Dudley,” he 
said. “It will help us meet 
affordable housing needs in 
the borough. 

“It is very much in line 
with Government views on 
brownfield sites. By devel¬ 
oping brownfield we are 
protecting green belt and 
that has got to be good for 
everybody.” 

A large mound has had 
to be incorporated into the 
plans to block noise from 
the development site to 
neighbouring homes. 

The company initially 
wanted to build more homes 
at the site but were unlikely 
to get the backing of plan¬ 
ning chiefs without includ¬ 
ing a ‘noise bund’ - a barrier 
to block traffic noise. 

The developer says the 
proposal will retain and re¬ 
furbish elements of the Vic¬ 
torian hospital, including 
the porter’s lodge.

Chief constable Chris Sims said: 
“Gun crime is an emotive term. In the 
UK, where firearms are rarely used in 
crime, there is a considerable focus on 
cases when firearms are used. When 
the term gun crime is described there 
is perhaps a gap between what the gun 
crime figures record and the commu¬ 
nity perception. 

“There has been a considerable re¬ 
duction in gun crime as per the Home 
Office category and in the use of lethal 
weapons by criminals. 

“The force is less affected by actual 
incidents of shootings of people with 
lethal purpose weapons, resulting in 
death or serious injury, than other 
metropolitan areas, he level of public 
concern about gun crime has also re¬ 
duced compared to the past.” 

Figures have nearly halved in the 
West Midlands since 2007/08 when 
there were 974 firearm incidents. 

David Jamieson, West Midlands po¬ 
lice and crime commissioner, said the 
most important statistics were how 
many times weapons were fired and 
how many fatalities there were, not 
the current measure which records all 
incidents when a gun was suspected of 
being present, regardless of whether 
or not it was actually there.

Traditional - the Woodman Inn has a homely feel and is suitable for all the family 



Doughnut, burger, or try both 
together in this tasty challenge 


A CURSORY glance at the menu 
of The Woodman in Bilbrook and 
one thing is readily apparent. 

The influence of Man Vs Food has ex¬ 
tended far enough that it’s reached a sleepy 
little village on the Wolverhampton to 
Shrewsbury line. 

Man Vs Food is an American cuisine 
show, in the loosest sense of the term. Its 
host Adam Richman tours the USA visiting 
what he’s proud to call ‘pig out spots’ - din¬ 
ers and restaurants serving junk in the way 
that only Americans can do it; large, gooey 
and fried at least once. 

Often the food looks amazing, sometimes 
it’s horrific, but one constant is that every 
week Adam attempts one of his nation’s 
many restaurant food challenges. 

Which brings us to the Woodman Inn 
on a very busy Thursday night. Part of the 
Flaming Grill pub chain, it boasts not one,

but three, food challenges. The most easily 
navigable is the Flaming Challenge Burger, 
which packs in two 12oz beefburgers, two 
breaded chicken breast fillets, spicy chilli 
beef, cheese slices, onion, crispy bacon, 
onion rings - and a double portion of chips. 

The bold among you may favour the 
Trash Can Challenge, a giant rack of BBQ 
ribs, large cheese and bacon burger, chilli 
beef sundae, southern-fried chicken skewer, 
onion rings, corn, double portion of baked 
beans and a triple order of chips. Complete 
any of the challenges and you can get your 
photo on a Wall Of Fame. 

Or, should you be completely insane, you 
can have one of the pub’s rather excellent 
steaks served with ghost chilli sauce. This 
sauce typically registers more than one 
million of the Scoville Scale of chilli heat - 


that’s 900 times hotter than Tabasco. 

But I haven’t come here for any of that. 
I’m here to sample one of the pub’s other 
American-style innovations - the doughnut 
burger. Which is - steel yourselves now - a 
beefburger patty served in a glazed dough¬ 
nut instead of a bread bun. 

Oddity 

It’s sweet and savoury, but not as we 
know it. I must admit that I approached 
this oddity with some trepidation, so I de¬ 
cided to round out my meal with Cajun 
onion rings and chilli beef-topped cheesy 
chips. In the end, though, my chips came 
un-chillied and devoid of cheese. The bar 
manager suggested that I try my chips with 
the ghost chilli dip instead. In fact, he prac¬ 
tically insisted I do. And so I did. 

Elsewhere, my fellow diners decided on a 
super-sized version of fish and chips called 


The Codfather. It featured a battered cod 
fillet that clearly had a blue whale some¬ 
where in its family lineage, a double portion 
of chips and peas; and half a chicken with 
Peri Peri sauce and chips. 

So. What can I tell you about a doughnut 
burger? Well, my particular one was layered 
thus: half a glazed doughnut, tomato, let¬ 
tuce, burger, cheese, bacon, burger, cheese, 
bacon, other half of glazed doughnut. The 
Cajun onion rings, a snip at just £1.49, 
were plentiful, and placed next to a pot of 
the hallowed ghost chilli dip. Well, I wasn’t 
going ignore that invitation. And so I got 
an onion ring, and I dipped. Turns out that 
ghost chilli sauce is really hot. 

As for the doughnut burger, taste-wise 
yes, it works. The sweetness of the dough¬ 
nut wasn’t a squillion miles away from a 
brioche bun, and everyone is serving up 
their meat in those nowadays.

Peter's on the road to a 
journey of self-discovery 


eter Kay is back! For many 
moons, he was regarded as 
Britain’s premier comedian, the 
heir to the northern comedy crown 
once worn by the likes of Morecambe 
and Wise and Les Dawson. 

He started his showbusiness career 
in stand-up after enrolling on a media 
performance course at Salford 
University. Then, in 1996, after 
appearing at various local clubs, 
he was encouraged to enter the 
North-west Comedian of the Year 
contest, which he won. A year 
later, he also triumphed at Edinburgh’s 
So You Think You’re Funny 
competition. 

Despite missing out on the Perrier 
Award in 1998, Kay’s star was rising 
and by 2000, he was appearing 
regularly on TV. 

The mockumentary The Services 
went down a storm and led to That 
Peter Kay Thing, which was followed 
by the mighty Phoenix Nights. For 
many, that remains the peak of his 
career to date, and was recently 
revived via a charity stage version 
which featured much of the original 
cast. 


Like many comics, Kay is a keen 
people-watcher, and uses quirky 
moments he’s observed in his work; 
it’s something he started back when 
he was working in dead-end jobs 
before fame called. 

“When I was working, I would 
write down lots of things that were 
funny - things managers would say 
and phrases they’d use that stood 
out, and stories about what 
happened,” he reveals. 

Perhaps that’s where the germ of 
the idea that grew into his latest 
project, Car Share, came from. It’s 
similar in tone to the aforementioned 
That Peter Kay Thing, with a 
soupcon of Phoenix Nights thrown 
in for good measure - basically, it’s 
a sitcom based around characters 
thrown together by their jobs. 

BBC iPlayer users had the 
opportunity of watching Car Share 
early when it appeared on the 
catch-up service last week. But 
there’s something more special 
about seeing it on TV - anything 
new featuring Kay feels like an event 
worth sitting down with friends or 
family to view. 


Kay himself stars as John, a 
supermarket worker who begins 
commuting with colleague Kayleigh 
(Sian Gibson) thanks to a company 
car-share initiative. 

‘To be finally working with the 
BBC on a new comedy is a 
great opportunity,” says Kay, 
whose previous work has been 
broadcast by Channel 4. ‘And 
the idea of two people car 
sharing to work each day really 
appealed to me, as it highlights the 
comedy in the minutiae of the daily 
trek and allows the spiralling 
conversations of life to unwind in all 
of their glory.” 

Each of John and Kayleigh’s six 
journeys reveal something different 
about their private lives - but will 
they get along? 

A sat-nav disaster means the first 
trip doesn’t get off to a good start, 
and to make matters worse, 
Kayleigh makes her mark as soon 
as she gets into John’s car - what 
could have been a beautiful 
friendship may have been ruined 
before it’s had a chance to get off 
the ground.

Slicker Vitara will challenge 


Commercial feature 


It’s good to see the Vitara badge 
being rehabilitated after the in¬ 
dignities it suffered at the hands 
of fashion in the early nineties. 
You’ll probably shudder as you 
recall those widewheelarched 
horrors, usually so merciless¬ 
ly colour-keyed in white that 
it looked as if they’d emerged 
from a peroxide bath. 

The windsurfing or rollerblading rhino 
on the spare wheel cover and the booming 
stereo from within were all rather ‘of their 
time’. The easy thing to have done after 
suffering these ministrations would have 
been to quietly drop the Vitara name and 
think up a new badge for their next gen¬ 
eration of compact crossovers but Suzuki 
stuck with it, probably to their cost, in this 
country at least. As the market grew more 
sophisticated, Suzuki was left behind. 

The thing is, the Grand Vitaras it sub¬ 
sequently built were actually pretty good. 
Sure, they were short of a bit of polish, but 
they were tough, reliable and practical. 
Then came the Nissan Qashqai. It hogged 
that particular section of the market and the 
Grand Vitara was doomed. Suzuki’s back 
in the crossover segment with a smaller 
and slicker offering. The Vitara is back. 

The mechanicals aren’t anything too sur¬ 
prising, shared as they are with the exist¬ 
ing SX-4 S-Cross. That means buyers get 
to choose between either a 1.6-litre petrol 
engine or a much preferable Fiat-sourced 
118bhp 1.6 diesel, both being offered in 


front or four-wheel drive guises. The petrol 
engine is fitted with a five-speed manual 
gearbox as standard with an optional CVT 
transmission also offered. Go diesel and 
you get a six-speed manual ‘box. The short 
overhangs will help with off-roading but the 
185mm ground clearance isn’t generous. 

The ALLGRIP four-wheel-drive transmis¬ 
sion features an electronically controlled 
clutch pack, controlled by a four-position 
switch on the centre console. Choose 
‘Auto’ and it’ll drive the front wheels un¬ 
less slip is detected, whereupon the rear 
wheels are pressed into action. ‘Sport’ 
diverts up to 20 per cent of torque to the 
rear wheels to give livelier handling. ‘Snow’ 
offers permanent four-wheel drive with the 
system choosing how much torque to split 
front and rear, while ‘Lock’ splits torque 
equally between front and rear. 

With tight proportions and a front end 
that has more than a hint of current Land 
Rover design, the Vitara is an assured 
piece of design. There’s also a blacked- 
out floating glasshouse, heavily sculpted 
flanks and a very neat taillamp finish. 

Suzuki cabins have long been the 
marque’s weak link but this Vitara shows 
the company pulling its socks up a bit. 
Okay, so the idea of body-coloured metal 
across the dash isn’t a new one (many of 
you will recall the Fiat Coupe mining that 
trend way back in ‘93) but Suzuki also of¬ 
fers chrome around the gearlever and door 
trims, plus an analogue clock. It’s by no 
means a large vehicle, breaking the tape at 
just over four metres long, but still features 
a features a 375-litre boot. 

Prices start at around £14,000 for the 
entry-level 1.6-litre petrol, but you’ll need

The Vitara’s C02 emissions are low 
thanks to the use of high tensile steel and 
other weight saving measures in the body

engine with two wheel drive/manual trans¬ 
mission are 123g/km and 127g/km for the 
petrol engine with two-wheel drive / six- 
speed automatic transmission.

Audi upping 
the styling 
game with 
TT roadster

Friends ribbed me that the Audi TT Roadster 
I was driving was a hairdresser’s car but the 
third generation model that’s just arrived on 
our roads is certainly not just for the girls. 

The new TT is evolutionary, rather than revolution¬ 
ary - after all why fix something that isn’t broken. But 
Audi has upped the game in styling and technology 
and is taking the fight to rivals in the sector. 

The TT Roadster looks broadly the same but there’s a 
sharper focus on sports positioning and better dynamics 
thanks to its lightweight aluminium and steel construction. 
The TT of today is a more sharply designed package, with 
a slightly longer wheelbase with definite hints of the more 
expensive R8. 

Sitting on 19in wheels the S-Line gets deeper side sills, 
different bumpers and a black grille. 

There are just two trims, Sport and S-Line, and a choice of 
highly efficient engines. 

The petrol TT uses a 230bhp, 2.0-litre TFSI unit with ei¬ 
ther a six-speed manual gearbox or Audi’s seven-speed, 
dual-clutch S tronic transmission, and there’s the choice of 
front- or Quattro four-wheel drive. 

You can also get a TDI Ultra version with an 184bhp 2.0-li- 
tre diesel engine which gives 67.3mpg and emit just 110g/ 
km of C02 with manual and front-wheel drive. 

I prefer the 2.0litre TFSi S tronic which was on test. It 
came with an on-the-road tag of £33,020 but on-board ex¬ 
tras pushed that up to £40,255. 

Extras include leather trim, auto dimming and rear-view 
mirror sensor package, heated seats and a parking system. 

Performance 

There was a top speed of 155mph and 0-62mph in only 
6.1 seconds, yet the manufacturers claim 38.6mpg on the 
combined cycle and 11 per cent lower C02 figures of 142g/ 
km. 

That really is competitive. 

And while there’s the performance you would expect 
there’s lots more inside the cabin to make the TT stand out 
from the opposition, particularly if you want to upgrade to 
get Audi’s stunning virtual cockpit system. 

Centre of attention is the 12in LCD driver display which 
has replaced conventional dials and sits beautifully in front 
of the driver where all information is readily available. 

This development is a real sales winner for Audi and just 
has to be seen to be believed. It can be switched between 
Classic View or Infotainment View which brings up the big¬ 
gest navigation map you will ever see. 

Telephone, media, trip and car settings functions all ap¬ 
pear on the screen and can be controlled using both the 
touch sensitive MMI controller or the multi-function wheel - a 
sheer joy. 

The test car was fitted with the optional Technology Pack¬ 
age which added Google Maps traffic information, music 
streaming and internet access. 

On the road stability control intervention contributes to 
great roadholding and if you chose to upgrade to the AWD 
Quattro there’s even more agility. 

Audi’s Drive Select system is standard across the range, 
allowing you to chose Normal, Sport or Dynamic driving 
modes. 

Audi may say that the TT is a 2+2 but it’s really a two-seat¬ 
er. The benefits come when you lower the rear seats to in¬ 
crease boot space. 

There’s also a shortage of storage space in the cabin so 
you’ll need to travel lightly. 

Visibility is normally a problem in this sector but the TT 
scores well in this area. 

All models in the new range are considerably dearer, but 
Audi has a reputation for holding residual values, so price 
shouldn’t be an issue. 
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Vauxhall’s 
underdog 
is a sound 
performer

Vauxhall’s latest version of the Corsa VXR 
packs a 205PS punch, a six-speed manual 
gearbox to delight purists and the option of a 
Performance Pack with a Drexler differential, 
Brembo brakes and bigger wheels. Some 
trick Koni dampers are fitted as standard. 
Economy and emissions lag behind the class 
best but otherwise it’s a strong showing. 

Here in the UK, we do love an underdog and on 
that basis, we ought to be all over the Vauxhall Corsa 
VXR. 

It’s never been one of the blue-blood hot hatches. It 
doesn’t have the lineage of a Peugeot 208 GTI, the joie de 
vivre of a Fiesta ST or the track-bred polish of a Renaultsport 
Clio. What many people failed to realise about the last Corsa 
VXR is that as a pure road car, it had the licking of a num¬ 
ber of more illustrious names. The combination of a slightly 
more supple ride quality and an aggressively punchy en¬ 
gine really made sense on British roads. Vauxhall built us a 
car and we didn’t really repay them. 

Undeterred, they’re back with another crack. This time 
round, the Corsa VXR rides on a different chassis and looks 
a good deal sharper. Can it beat the best in the class? Even 
if it does, will you take notice? You’re a tough crowd. 

Power comes from an entirely predictable source, namely 
a 1.6-litre turbocharged petrol engine, in this case sending 
205PS through the front tyres via a six-speed manual box. 
That aces the Fiesta ST’s 182PS but look a bit more closely 
and you realise that the performance margin isn’t huge. 

The Corsa manages 245Nm of torque, with overboost lift¬ 
ing that to 280Nm for a few seconds at a time. By contrast 
the Ford makes 240Nm of torque, overboosting to 290Nm. 
And so it proves with the raw numbers, the Corsa getting to 
62mph in 6.8 seconds with a top speed of 143mph, while 
the Fiesta manages 6.9 seconds and 137mph. So, a small 
edge to the Vauxhall then. 

Lower 

The Corsa VXR gets Koni dampers with Frequency Selec¬ 
tive Damping (FSD) and rides 10mm lower than the stand¬ 
ard Corsa. For the first time on a hot Corsa, the ESP and 
traction control systems are both two-stage and switchable, 
which is a Vauxhall first. Competition mode disengages trac¬ 
tion control and reduces ESP interventions, while for track 
use the ESP can be entirely switched out. 

The electrically-assisted power steering has been revised 
for a more direct feel, with the 17in alloys shod with some 
beefy 215/45 R17 Michelin rubber. Tick the Performance 
Package option and you get an aggressive Drexler limit¬ 
ed-slip differential, big 330mm Brembo brake discs at the 
front, punchier damper settings and 18in rims. 

The VXR features an aggressive new front-end design that 
has divided opinion amongst those who first saw it on the 
Geneva Show stand. It gets large air intakes and an alumin¬ 
ium-framed opening below the headlights with a scoop be¬ 
low the bonnet and side-sill extensions. At the back, a rear 
spoiler reduces lift and twin Remus exhaust pipes further 
distinguish it from regular Corsas. Six exterior paint finish¬ 
es, including an exclusive Flash Blue launch colour, are on 
offer. 

The cabin features the usual sporty styling touches for the 
pedals, seats, steering wheel and gear lever but what really 
impresses is the feeling of solidity. A driver control centre 
takes pride of place within the instrument panel, which is 
themed around horizontal lines. The VXR also gets the Intel- 
liLink communications system which has already been seen 
in the ADAM. 

Recaro 

This Corsa VXR has been priced against £20,000 super- 
mini-based hot hatches like the Clio Renaultsport 200 Lux, 
the Peugeot 208 GTi and a top-spec version of Ford’s Fies¬ 
ta ST. For that kind of money, Vauxhall gives you standard 
Recaro shell-backed seats, a leather, flat-bottomed steering 
wheel, sports pedals, plus a VXR gear-lever and bespoke 
instruments. 

A heated front windscreen and Intellilink connectivity for 
both Apple iOS and Android smartphones are also stand¬ 
ard. There’s also cruise control, a trip computer and bi-xe- 
non headlights. Safety systems include six airbags and 
stability control, but should you want to go further, you can 
option in side blindspot alert, high beam assist, lane depar¬ 
ture warning and a rear-view camera. You can even specify 
a panoramic glass roof. 

The 17in wheels that come as standard are a bit of a dull 
outing, but the 18in option rims look the business. 

The Corsa VXR makes some fairly unexceptional econo¬ 
my and emissions numbers. Vauxhall reckon it will manage 
a combined 37.7mpg and emit 174g/km, which is some way 
off the 44.8mpg and 144g/km of a Clio 200 - and a long way 
shy of the top Fiesta ST’s 47.9mpg and 138g/km. It’s a bit 
baffling as to why this should be so below par.

Blues boss 
Rowett is 
philosophical 
about losing 

Watford 1 Blues 0 

BIRMINGHAM boss Gary Rowett 
was philosophical after a defeat 
that saw opponents Watford go 
top of the Championship. 

Craig Cathcart’s second-half vol¬ 
ley was enough to seal the points 
after a dogged Blues defence was 
finally beaten. 

Rowett said: “Our aim was to 
come and stifle them a little bit, 
like it so often has been. That’s 
the way we’ve played since we’ve 
come in and we don’t feel at the 
minute we’re able to be as expan¬ 
sive as we’d like. 

“We can be at home, our home 
form is excellent, but away from 
home; we did it for 35 minutes 
against Bournemouth and caused 
them a lot of problems and per¬ 
haps couldn’t reach those heights, 
but it was a more consistent per¬ 
formance. 

“We made it difficult for Wat¬ 
ford. They’re a very good side and 
they try to play through you and 
they’ve got lots of great movement 
around the edge of the box which 
means you end up dropping deep 
and means you can’t give space.” 

“But we hung on in. We were re¬ 
silient, we kept going, we showed 
excellent character and just as we 
looked as we making the crowd get 
a little bit nervous we conceded a 
very poor goal.” 

The decisive goal at Vicarage 
Road came in the 56th minute 
when substitute Ikechi Anya 
crossed from the left and Cathcart 
sent a fine volleyed finish into the 
top corner past goalkeeper Darren 
Randolph.
